GENERAL' APPKABANCE. 


One of the first things a stranger notices 


is that, notwithstanding this is a new city, 
it has the appearance of an old one. The 
brown dust that rises in clouds wherever 
the streets are not paved, settles upon 
buildings moistened by the sea »ir, and 
paints them a 'grayish brown. 
House- 


holders have probably experienced- the 
difficulty of keeping other colors unstained 
by dust, and so have followed tho example 
of the elements, and established the cus- 
tom of painting all their houses in the 
brown iind neutral tints. Viewed from 
Telegraph Hill, the city is adurk, weather- 
stained mass of buildings, unreliored bv 
anv of the light colons so common in 
Chicago. 


Some of tbe principal streets, like Mar- 


ket. Montgomery, and California, are wide, 
und from a mile to a milo and a Lalf in 
length, but tbo majority are narrow and 
steep as in Boston, and one climbs up 
Telegraph and Russian hills aa he does up 
the Capitol Hill in Nashville. Indeed, 
the general appearance of the business 
streets and th* character of tbe buninepR 
buildings continually remind one of both 
those cities. The residence quarters are 
built almost exclusively of wood, though 
the designs aro extremely ornate. 
Great 


numbers of them, however, seem to have 
been built from a stereotyped pattern, and 
the characteristic middling-class dwelling 
house of San Francisco is a two-story and 
high basement wooden house, with a flat 
roof and two windows in the front, 
the one immediately over the 
other. 


The business quarters of tho city aro sol- 
idly and compactly built of brick and 
stone. 
Iron fronts aro common, owing to 


a supposed greater security in case of earth- 
quakes, and tiiia danger also forbids tho 
erection of high buildings of brick or 
stone. The Grand Hotel baa only three 
floors below the Mansard rosf, and tbe 
distinctive feature of all the new build- 
ings ia that they aro low. 
Amosg the 


business buildings recently erected are 
some that would be considered fine in any 
city in tho world, but there aro very few 
new buildings of any class being erected 
now, 
and tbe small amount of building 


going on hero at present is in contrast with 
tho long blocks of marblo stores and res- 
idences that are rising in nearly every 
quarter of Chicago. 


STJBOnBAN LIVE AND SOCIETT. 


The area of ground available for busi- 


r,. <n purposes ia circumscribed by the hills, 
u:, I the residences are crowded up their 
sitlea, upon auch cites as are not available 
for business. 
To reach them is not «nl> 


fatiguing, but on these elevations the res- 
idences experience more ol the fogs that 
bang about tbo hill-tops in tho t.fternoons 
and mornings, and these circumstances 
hare inlluenced a, large proportion of the 
prominent business men ot thu city to 
seek residences out in tho beautiful places 
of Oakland, San Mateo, Meulo Park, San- 
ta Clara, and at those and similar suburb- 
an retreats may bo found 'neighborhood 
circles of society that present tho most 
favorable aspect of California social life. 


Between tbo coast range of hills and 


tho buy ia a wide strip of level land, dot- 
ted all over •with groves of fuch grand 
live oak trees as grow in Florida and 
Louisiana. Ia those natural parka, and 
scattered all through the groves, aro fine 
places, of many acre* in extent, which ar< 
about equally devoted to orchards and or 
namcntul pleasure grounds.

Such & day's driving and culling in sorai 
of these suburban towna as I passed n 
San Mateo iind Mciilo Park nbows th 
trsnger that tho people here have made 
nrepiinttious tor a more generous hospital 
ty than ia to be found in or ubout an; 
ither American or European city. Here 
on Sundays, tho carriage gates of aU th< 
illaa stand open, and in company with 
any'well-known and icepected citizen, one 


ay drive in at one gato and out at an 


other, for miles and miles through finely 


niaraented private grounds, only stop 
>ingnowand then, at tho solicitation of 
lie proprietors, to enter their houses and 
taste lliuir fruits and wines. 


Among the resident population, society 


iceKis to be in that condition which hi\a at 
;iraes been only partially realized in the 
urgcr cities of tho Middle States. Suc- 
cessful in the pur.-uit of wealth, a largi 
iroportioa of those who have gained it are 
laking time to be sociable while they are 
yet iu the prime of life. The long time 
hat they were comparatively isolated from 
the rest of the world before tbe railroac 
was built aoroM the continent, establishes 
in unusual tbond of friendship between 
men and women, many of whom were poo: 
together end -have grown rich together 
und a lociul intercourse haa grown U] 
among them which will probably be char 
acteristic of society there until it is drown 
ed in the influx cities that hare grown 
jrear. 


MEN AND 'WOMEN'. 


.The out-of-door habits of life common to 


all California eeem aa favorable to tbe de 
velopioent of the human species as the 
mildness of the climate is to the growth o 
ruite and flowers. Nowhere else in Amer 
ica are the women ao generally ipluin 
without being gro»«, and among the peo 
[lie who have lived in California ten years 
one seldom sees n scrawny woman. At 
reception givsn to the British Adraira 
Farquhar a few weeks ago, and at which 
some three hundred ladies wore present, it 
was remarked that there was not one that 
was lean, and very few that would have 
weighed less than a hundred and forty 
poundf. The rule applies also to tho men, 
>nd though they are nervous, and drive 
t>u»in«8K with more than the characteristic 
American eagerness, it does not make them 
lean and sallow us it does in the East. At 
the age of maturity, all people in good gen- 
eral health begin to fill out, and, while 
comparatively few become grossly fat, all 
look robust and hearty.

Those engaged in the business say thai, 


the quantity made this year will exceed 
the total amount that Las been made 
within the lust twelve years; and judging 
from the amount turned off at tome if 
tbe largest presses near Newark, tho whole 
product in E-iscx county c»unot fall short 
of 1,000,000 gallons. 


This, of couree, is the result of nn en- 


ormous crop of apple*. They lie down in 
tne orchards, piled up by the cord. 


The cider made iu this vicinity during 


tho season, up to the present month, has 
been put in largo casks for vinegar, or 
sold in Newark to housekeeper*, grocers 
and saloons in email casks. From this 
time forward, however, the bulk of the 
crop will be prepared for a-leverage, 
stored lor bottling or sold to the makers. 
Our largest manufacturers have more or- 
ders than they can fill for pale cide, as 
that makes tbe best champagne. AU cider 
tor drinking is allowed to ferment, and 
just when the- fermentation ceases it is 
racked off into another cask. It' allowed 
to. stand after fermentation it sours. It 
goes through the racking process thne or 
lour times, till all the sediment i» extract- 
ed. Fish sounds and isinglass in a state 
of solution ut tbe list racking give it the 
requisite clearness for champagne, and 
convert it into what is known as clarified 
cider. 


To get champagne, all that is necessary 


is to give the cider the quality of grape 
juice, which contains sugar, carbonic acid, 
uud alcohol. Granulated sugar is dissolv- 
ed and the solution, with a little alcohol, 
is put in tbe cask. Then an apparatus 
similar to a eoda-watcr fountain is set to 
work. A copper cy lander, containing whit- 
ting or chalk, has over it a little globe con- 
nected with it by a tube. The globe con- 
tains vitriol, which, being dropped upon 
the whiting iu the cyl.mder.generated car- 
bonic acid gas. 
Another cylander, with a 


crank, receives tbo cider, and the gas be- 
ing let in through a tube, the crank i

Sinftiilnr Death of an Indian, 
bis Squaw and lite OUST.

ticulars of tho death of the noted Indian 
farmer.

mingled with bad, low-priced wines, and 
receive an infusion ol logwood or other 
coloring matter, and corns back to us in 
neatly bottled port and other colroed 
wines. Wine tbat becomes dead and sour, 
is fixed up by mixing in cider, which pro- 
duces fermentation. 
This buMncn is car- 


ried on extensively in this immediate vi- 
cinity, Brooklyn, New York, etc. 


Our Newark bottlers complain that of 


latfi'years bottling pure cider has not paid 
them, oh account of the great competition 
of a villanons mixture made and sold for 
bottled fider. The long ropes of dried 
apples that used to grace tho rafters of 
every farmer's kitchen and furouhtd 
abundant and cheap material for pie» when 
green apples wero scarce, fonnly sold bj 
the ba«hel,are now doled out by the 
pound at tbe price of foreign dried fruit*.

preserved fish, be, and the same are hereby 
repealed. And no stamp shall bo required 
upon the transfer or assignment of a mort- 
gage, where it, or the m.-truineiit it se- 
cures, has been onco duly stamped."
